THE PRESIDENT’S PROPOSED LaA- 
BOR COMMISSION, 


Probabili' 7 That it Will Be Laid to. Rest—-Trouble 
With the Rducationaal Bill—Charley Voorhees 
Aiter the, Lobbyiste—Other Items of In- 
terest From the Capital City, Etc. 


WasrixcToN, April 23.—[Sp6cial.]—Noth- 
ing practical will resul¢ from the president's 
message on the labor question. The house has 
referred it to the labor committee, where it 
will probably find its final rest. Nearly all 
the members of that committee prefer the bill 
recently passed on their recommendation to 
‘the permanent commission proposed by tne 
president. 

THE EDUCATIONAL BILL. 

Tribulations continue to come upon the eda- 
cational bill. Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, who 
was accounted one of its staunch supporters, 
today offered in the labor committee a substi- 
tute appropriating the proceeds of the sale of 
public lands to educational purposes. His bill 
greatly reduces the sum appropriated, and 
leaves its amount uncertain. Mr.Daniel also 
wishes to place some restrictions on the 
use of the fund, to which the senate would 
never agree. If any educational bill is to be 
passed, it must be that which came from the 
senate, and without amendment. The educa: 
tion committee still further demonstrated its 
hostility to this bill today by deferring its 
consideration to the third Friday in May. 
The labor committee gives little better ground 
for the hope that the bill can be brought before 
the house. 

VOORIERS AFTER LOBBYISTS, 

Charlie Voorhees, son of the Indiana sena- 
ior, made a sensationin the house today by a 
-pirited attack on ex-members for using their 
privilege of the floor to advance their interests 


as lobbyists. He pomted his remarks di-- 


rectly at Leonard D. M. Sweat, an 
ex-memiber from Maine, who has been 
conspicuously active here this session as an 
attorney for the Northern Pacific railroad. 
The abuse to which Mr. Voorhees called atten- 
tion has long been practiced. Frequently it 
has been exposed, but the only effect has been 
a temporary subsidence of the ex-member lob- 
hyists. followed by more audacious practices. 
Young Voorhees is in danger of defeat in 
Washington territory next fall, as the repub- 
licans usually carry the territory, and are or- 
ganizing to beat him. In the event of his de- 
feat, it issaid he will be appointed governor of 
the territory. 
SECRETARY MANNING. 

The.friends of Secretary Manning are very 
much encouraged by his continued improve- 
ment.

BELABORING BUTTERWORTH. 


Debate on the President’s Message in the 
House of Representatives. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The house met at 
11 o'clock in continuation of yesterdar's ses- 
sion and immediately went to committee of 
the whole, (Mr. Welborne in the chair), on the 
river and harbor appropriation bill. For an 
hour the bill wasconsidered and some little 
progress made. A few moments before noon 
the committee rose, the house adjourned and 
ihe sesion of Friday opened with prayer by 
ihe chaplain. : : 

The president’s message upon labor troubles 
aaving been read by the clerk, Mr. Springer, 
of Illinois, moved its reference to the commnit- 
iee on labor, withiinstructions to that commit- 
tee to report upon it,by,bill orfotherwtse,on or 
hefore the 15th of May. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, thought that 
that there was no reasou to believe that the 
committee would notact diligently and it was 
unusual to instruct committees on such mat- 
iers, 

Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, moved to refer 
the message to the committee of the whole. 

Mr. Butterworth’s motion was lost—yeas 77, 
nays 147. 

There being thirty minutes’ dcbate allowed 
under the rules, Mr. Butterworth secured the 
jloor. 

The object of his motion to refer the mes- 
sage to the committee of the whole, he said, 
had been considered by some gentlemen as 
unwise, because it could not be reached at an 
early day. Every gentleman believed, or 
affected to believe, that the message pre- 
sented a question of vast consequence to 
the country. It had been his pur- 
pose, if his motion had prevailed, to 
ask unanimous consent to fix an early day for 
the consideration of this question, with the 
hope and expectation that it might be fairly 
considered, not with view to controlling the 
elections in November, but with the view to 
getting at the right solution of the great prob- 
lem. Mr. Butterworth said congress owed it 
to itself to take up the Jabor guestion and con- 
sider it carefully and then refer the subject to 
an appropriate committee. If it were referred to 
a committee now, he feared that a measure 
would he reported representing, not the needs 
ofthe hour, but the political necessities of 
the coming campaign. 

Mr. Rardall, of Pennsylvania, confessed 
to a feeling oof i surprise at the 
heat with, which the gentleman 
from Ohio had approached the subject. He 
desired to direct attention to the fact that the 
constitution made it the duty of the president 
from time to time to communicate to congress 
touching the state of the union and recommend 
‘such measures as he shall deem necessary and 
expedient. The president had not ventured a 
hair beyond that, and how was he met here’ 
He was met with an assault on his motives. 
There was not one word against the proposition 
which he made. On the contrary there was 
not an intelligent man in the country but 
knew that the present condition of the labor 
of the country commanded the attention of 
congress. It was easy to question men’s mo- 
tives. He had also supposed thatthe right to 
question the motives of a human ing 
rested with a higher power. He asked that 
the message should have due consideration 
and deliberation, and a remedy for troubles 
conceived, if possible, and enacted into a law. 
He declared, proudly, that there was nota 
word. in-it that appealed, in any particular, to 
any party or any sect, or any class of men in 
the United States. On the contrary. it ap- 
pealed to congress as.a body of American citi- 
zens. acme for the public welfare. [Ap- 
plause.

Mr. Reed, of Maine, expressed his satisfac- 
tion with the vote he had cast for the arbitra- 
tion bill. The gentleman from Pennsylvania 
(Randall) in undertaking to excuse the presi- 
dent for his message, was the only man who 
bad accused him! Nobody on the republican 
side had found any fault with the president, 
or even complained of the lateness of his 
arousing to the subject. The question which 
was stirring among the people should be de- 
liberately considered by congress. It might 
be that congress could devise a remedy—it 
might be that it could not. But it was bound 
to consider the question, and bound to con- 
sider with regard to something else besides the 
November election. 

Mr. McCready, of Kentucky, was gratified 
with the president’s message, regarding it as 
a wise and forcible document. The relations 
between labor and capital were not as harmo- 
nious as they should be, and the message 
looked toward bringing them in harmony. 
He did not believe that the proper way to set- 
tle difficulties between labor and capital was 
to use violence. He believed that arbitration 
was the better plan. Oongress should recog- 
nize that labor had rights, but also that capi- 
tal had rights, and it was the duty of congress 
to cultivate harmony and pleasant relations 
between the two. 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, supported his mo- 
tion, contending that the committee on labor 
was the proper committee to consider the mes- 
sage. e had moved instructions because he 
had desired to respond promptly ‘to 
the recommendations of the president. The 
wise and thoughtful message of the president 
should be considered in a proper spirit. He 
opposed the motion to refer it to the committee 
of the whole, because it would he buried 
there. 

Mr. Springer’s motion was then agreed to. 

Mr. Voorhees,of Washington territory, rising 
to a question of privilege, offered the foliowing 
resolution: 

Resolyed, That the committee on rules be in- 
structed to inquire whether the Hon. L. D. M. 
Sweett or any other ex-member of the house, who 
bas availed himself of the privilege of admission 
to the floor, under rule 34. is interested as agent or 
attorney for any railroad or other corporation, or 
interested i1: any claim or bill pending before con- 
gress and report to the house the result of such in- 
quiry with such recommendatious as may be 
necessary. 

It had been an open secret, he said, that ever 
since the beginning of thiscongress a powerful 
lobby, organized in the interest of various rail- 
road corporations, had invested the capitol and 
that the rules of the house had been openly, 
repeatedly and notoriously set at defiance by 
some members of that lobby. He protested 
against a continuance of that rank and crying 
abuse. He did not intend to reflect upon Mr. 
Swett, but had inserted his name because he 
personally knew that Swett was attorney for 
the Northern Pacific company. 

Accepting suggestions made ty Messrs. 
slount, Randali and Voorhers he modified his 
1esolution by omitting the name of Swett and 
by providing that an inquiry shall be carried 
on by a select committee of five members. 

As so modified, the resolution was adopted. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the private calendar. 

At 4:30, the committee rose, and at 4:40, the 
house took a recess till 7:30 this evening, the 
session to be for the consideration of pension 
bills, 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

The house at its evening session passed sixty

THE BLAIR BILL. 


Reagan Opposes it Before the 
Committee. | 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The house com- 
mittee on labor today heard Representative 
Resgan in opposition to the Blair educational 
bill. His principal objection was on constitu- 
tional grounds. 

After Mr. Reagan’s argument, four or five 
members of the committee made set speeches, 
defining their own views on the subject. The 
speeches caused a prolonged and at times very 
animated discussion. 

Representative Daniel, of Virginia, moved 
that the committee report as a substitute the 
bill to appropriate“proceeds arising from the 
sale of publie land during the next fiscal year. 

After a session of two hours the committee 
adjourned without action. 

The committee on education did not obtain 
a quorum till a few minutes before the meeting 
of the house, and then adjourned until the 
third Friday in May, and consequently action 
on the Blair bill by that committee is deferred 
until that date, 


Internal Revenue Collections. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Collections of in- 
ternal revenue for the first nine months of the fiscal 
year, ending June 30, 1886, were as following: From 
spirits, $5,059,795; tobacco, $20,136,918; fermented 
liquors, $13,662,750; miscellaneous items, $179,788; 
total, $84,571,252; an increase of $2,970,048 over the 
collections for the corresponding period of the last 
fiseal year. The increase was, spirits, $820,219; to- 
haeco, $1,286,157; fermented liquors, $893,807. The 
ugeregate reccipts for March, 1886, were $549,825 
greater than the receipts for March, 1885.

White 
today applied for a mandamus on Secretary 
Bayard to compe! him to pay to the relator, as 
assignee, the ten installments of an award 
made by the Mexican Claims commission, 
amounting to about $150.000. 


SUNDAY PAPERS. 


The Preachers Denounce Them as a Spiritual 
Hindrance. 

ProvipEnce, R. I., April 23.—The Protest- 
ant clergymen of this city and state, to the 
number of 182. chiefly Baptists and Method- 
ists, have signed and published a declaration 
that the publication of Sunday papers is a hin- 
drance to the proper observance of the Sab- 
bath and calling the attention of all Christian 
people to alleged detrimental tendencies of 
their pablication and sale. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 25.—The city min- 
isters, headed by Bishop Bidell, of the Episco- 
pal church, are preparing to boycott Sunday 
papers. Confidential circulars have been is- 
sued to clergymen and all are urged to join 
the movement and denounce Sunday papers 
from their pulpits May 2.

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INVESTIGATION BY THE CONGRES- 
SIONAL COMMITTEE. 


The Secretary and Treasurer of the Knights of Labor 
Telis What he Knows About Strikes and How 
They are Conducted—Labor News From 
All’*Parts of the Couhtry, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The fourth day's 
session of the house select committee on labor 
difficulties in the southwest was opened at 11 
a. m., with the examination of Frederick S. 
Turner, general seeretary and treasurer of the 
Knights of Labor. Lawyer Swayne was again 
present to watch the proceedings in the inter- 
est of the railroad companies. 

Superiutendent Somerville, of the Western 
Union Telegraph company, who yesterday ac- 
companied Mr. Gould, was also present. 

Representative Warner, of Ohio, was intro- 
duced to, and had a long conversation with 
McDowell and Turner. The'latter is a short, 
stout, rather youthful looking man of forty. 
He described himself as a resident of 
Philadelphia, and as secretary and general 
treasurer of the Knights of Labor. He had 
been a gold-leaf beater, but had not worked at 
that business since 1876. He was now in the 
grocery business. Hehad taken part in the 
attempt toarrive ata settlement, and was 
present at Mr. Powderly’s interview with Mr. 
Gould. The stenographic report of that inter- 
view was substantially correct. There was gen- 
eral talk about arbitration, and all seemed 
pleased with the subject. It was thought to 
be the proper way of settling disputes. 

Iu reply to Mr. Parker,he stated that there were 
121 district assemplies of Knights of Labor 
in the United States, with 
6.000 local assemblies. In 
local atsemblies there were from ten to three thou- 
sand membere. The Knights of Labor had no po- 
litical object, and did not seek to influence legis- 
lation. Hehad knownof no such movement on 
their part. 

Mr. Parker handed witness a petition in favor of 
the unlimited coinage of standard silver dollars, 
purporting to be signed by 700 loca) assemblies. 

Mr. Turnersaid he had never seen or heard of 
the petition before: but the organization did not 
deny the right of any assembly to petition con- 
gress. It was not responsible, as a body, forthe 
action of particular assemblies. This movement 
in favor of unlimited coinage was not a general 
movement of the knights. 

Mr. Buchanan, after examining the petition, 
stated that he thought the petition could be traced 
to sources outside of, and- unconnected with, the 
Knights of Labor. 

Mr.Turner went on in reply toquestions from Mr. 
Crain to describe the interview heand his colleague 
(Bailey) had with Mr. Hoxiein St. Lopis. He said 
Mr. Hoxie’s treatment of them was very discourte- 
ous: that he stated he would have no conversation 
with them as officers of the Knights of Labor, but 
would receive them as American citizens. They 
informed him that they did not desire to stand on 
their dignity and were willing to talk with him as 
private citizens; that all they wanted wasto have 
the trouble settled, peace restored and the men 
sent back to wark. 

Mr. Crain—Was the strike over then’ 

Mr. Turner—None of our people were at work. 
The strike was not over. 

The Chairman—In your statement you used the 
word ‘“‘order’’ in reference to the men going back 
to work. I want to know whether the«central 
power of your organization can order men to work 
or order them to quit work? 

- r. Turner—The general lawsdo not contemplate 
strikes, 

The chairman—That is not the question. 

Mr. Turner (hesitatingly)—Well, I donot under- 
stand that if weissued an order for men to-go to 
work they would refuse to go, no matter who or- 
dered them out. 

Mr. Crain-—-You have no power to order a strike 
bave you” 

Mr. Turner—Yes. 

The cnairman ~you 
have? ; 

Mr. Turncr—Ycs. There is no law-in our consti- 
tution governing strikes. We don’t believe in 
strikes. 

Mr. Crain—Then where do you derive your power 
to o1der strikes? 

Mr. Turner—We have vot the power, directly, to 
order strikes, but we have power to approve ordis- 
approve of a strike. 

Mr. Crain—Was this strike approved or disap- 
proved? , 

Mr. Turner—We never knew anything about it 
until we received a telegram from Mr. Hopkins.

Mr. Crain—Then I suppose the power is vested 
in you to direct the men to return to work. 

Mr. Turner— Yes. 

Going back to the interview with Mr. Hoxie, Mr. 
Turner quoted Mr. Hoxie as saying their duty was 
to see Martin Irons. They replied that they thought 
it hetter to talk with him (Hoxie). Hoxie said the 
company would not require more than fiftv per 
cent of its former force: that when former strikes 
occurred, the company had reduced the hours of 
labor and increased thé number of men, but new 
it would reduce the number of men and increase 
the hours of work—because the general expenses 
of the railroad were the same, whetner the 
men worked long hours or short hours. 
The stenographer’s report of the interview with 
Mr. Hoxie was banded Mr. Crain, who proceeded 
to question Mr. Turneron various points therein 
stated. The concluding question was: 

Mr. Crain—Do you mean to say that when Mr. 
Iloxie was seemingly putting his objection on two 

rounds, namely: That the company only wauted 
fifty per cent of its former force, and that he want- 
ed the right of selecting them even from the 
Knights of Labor—vou really believed that the 
men were to be refused employment simply on the 
ground that they were Knights of Labor’ 

Mr. Turner—Yes, I mean that. 

Mr. Crain—Is the strike over now’ 

Mr. Turner—I do not know. I have only the 
newspapers to go by. Our people are not at work. 

Mr Crain—Who ordered the strike? 

Mr Turner—District assembly No. 101. 

Mr. Crain—What officer was authorized to pro- 
mulgate it? 

Mr. Turner—The secretary of the district assem- 
bly, Martin Irons. 

Being questioned on the subject of arbitration, 
Mr. Turuver said he had read the president’s mes- 
sage on that pon today, and thoroughly agreed 
with it. He believed that there should be some 
fixed tribunal of arbitration, not one raised on the 
spurofthe moment. He thoroughly believed in 
ot and would like to see arbitration com- 

ulsory. 

. Mr Fain Guanes the arbitrators reported that 
the Knights of Labor should goto work at a dollar 
a day when they wanted a dollarand a half, are 
vou willing, asan American citizen, to say that 
you would ask your fellow-members of the Knights 
of Labor to abide by that? 

Mr. Turner—IfI entered into ain agreement to 
abide by arbitration I would, suomit to the award. 

Coming back to the subject of strikes, 
Mr. Buchanan asked whether that subject was 
within the province of the executive board.

PEACEON THE LAKE SHORE 


The Switechmen Return to Work Under Or- 
ders—Talks with Both Sides. 

CHIcaGo, April 23.—The switchmen’s strike 
on the Lake Shore road isat anend. An or- 
der was issued between two and three o'clock, 
by Chairman Stahl, directing the switchmen 
to report to the yardmaster in charge of the 
loity-third street yard, President John New- 
ell, of the Lake Shore, said to a representative 
of tbe associated press : 

“We have allowed the old men to go back at 
their own request, without any stipulation 
whatever on our part. The non-union men 
return to work along with the union men, as 
formerly, in our employ. The men brought 
here from other cities will not be put to work 
in our yards here.” 

The order for the men to return to work 
was telegraphed from the general offices of 
Lake Shore company, at 2:38 p. m., and with- 
inten minutes the switch engines began to 
leave the round house and the making up of 
trains was at once began. The blockade will 
he completely ended this evening. 

One of the striking switchmen at the yards 
deciared that the Lake Shore officials had 
agreed on their part to dispose of the eight 
non union switehmen in some manner in the 
next six months by placing them in some 
other departments or otherwise caring for 
them. In any event, to take them away from 
the yards where they are at present working. 

A rather curious but well authenticated 
story is current, which shows the acuteness of 
the striking switchmen in dealing with the 
Lake Shore road One of the heaviest ship- 
pers from the stock yards, who has sent all of 
his freights by the Lake Shore road for a@ year 
past, desired to send forward his traffic as 
usual, although by another road. For this 
purpose and to make sure of no complications 
arising, he consulted with the authorized 
mouthpiece of the switchmen and asked if his 
cars would be interfered with if he delivered 
the freight to the Michigan Central for ship- 
ment. He was informed that he would not 
be allowed to send a pound forward 
through that channel. He then  sug- 
gested the Fort Wayne, and received 
a similar answer. He wastold that the switch- 
men were well acquainted with the workings 
of pool and were well aware of the fact that 
under its provision the Lake Shore would re- 
coive its percentage of the gross poo! earnings, 
whether it carried freight or not and the fact 
of its going over some other pool line would be 
merely an evasion and would benefit the Lake 
Shore almost to the same extent as if1t went 
cut over that line. This opened the door in 
another direction, and the shipper was given 
to understand that he would be allowed to do 
Lusiness with one of the non pool lines. Fol- 
lowing out this hint he at once opened nego 
tiations with the Chicago and Atlantic and his 
fieight will go out over that road until further 
developments. 

The Lake Shore strikers and their friends 
werein a most jubilant frame of mind ail day, 
and when the terms of settlement were made 
at the secret meeting of the men at their hail 
this evening they cheered until the building 
trembled. All the officials were glum and 
taciturn and repelled newspaper represeita- 
tives who endeavored to learn the basis of the 
settlement. At 2:30 p. m. the railroad officials 
at the Lake Shore depot received a dispatch 
from the company’s operator at 45rd street 
stating that the strikers all wanted to return 
to work. District Superintendent Amsden 
replied by wire that if they did, the eight men 
on whose account the strike was instituted 
must be allowed tugoto work with them. 
Seon after the contents of Superintendent 
Amsden’s telegram was communicated to the 
strikers a dispatch was returned from Cahair- 
man State of the strikers’ committee confirm- 
ing the report that the strikers wanted to re- 
sume work, It was then evident that the 
strike was at an end, and the rejoicing 
was general. The eight objectionable men 
were at once ordered down to 
the yards, where they and the strikers united 
in making up trains, and the blockade began 
to be raised. Chairman Stahl, of the strikers’ 
committee, makes the statement that some 
one in authority has signed, on behalf of the 
Lake Shore road, an agreement that the eight 
non-union men shall, within sixty days, be 
removed from the yards and put at other 
work, Railroad people deny that they have 
entered into any such an agreement, but the 
commonly accepted belief is that the strikers’ 
statcmertt is justified by the facts. 

THE SWITCHMEN’S MEETING. 

CHICAGO, April 23.—At a meeting of the 
striking sw‘tchmen last night, a number of 
iss ported switchmen were present, and claimed 
that they were regular switchmen for the 
company, and that they were forced to come 
here or lose their placeg. They also said that 
twenty-five of them would not work any 
longer forthe company. After some discus- 
sion With regard to the matter of forwarding 
freight consigned to the Lake Shore road, 
which is now Held in the various yards, a 
committee consisting of Callighan, Stuart and 
Keegan was appointed to waiton the general 
freight agents and request them to direct such 
shipments to the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago, the Baltimore and Ohio, the Chicago 
and Alton, the Chicago and Grand Trunk and 
Nickel Plate roads. 

A TALK WITH MR. HAYES. 

New Brunswick, N, J., April 23.—John W. 
Hayes, a member of the general execative 
committee of the Knights of Labor, who has 
been at the scene of the great railroad 
strike at St. Louis since the 2d instant, arrived 
at his home in this city last evening. Mr. 
Hayes says that, to his view, the railroad 
companies and their employes have made 
no progress toward a settlement of their 
difficulties. The case is now, however, 
in a shape from which it is hoped and expect- 
ed that, when the congressional committee 
reaches St. Louis and meets with the citizens’ 
committee appointed by the mass meeting of 
business men of that city, these two iés 
may be able to hit upon some plan whereby 4 
settlement of the trouble may be affected. He 
says the reports sent out by the railroads 
of the great southwest system, that they are 
sending out all the ‘reight they want toevery 
day, are untrue. The roads are all blocked up 
toa great extent, and what freight is rnn oat 
goes under protection of deputysheriffs and 
the state militia. Deputy sheriffs are board- 
cd atthe expense of the railroad at the La- 
clede hote), the finest house in St. Louis. The 
railroads claim, and Hayes says ke ad- 
mits that they have now all ° the 
men to do work they have to do which is very 
little on account of the blockade. There have 
becn 15,000 loaded cars standing in the yards 
for four weeks, which does not show much ac- 
tivity in transportation. Hayes said: “The 
whole spirit and entention of the order of 
Knights of Labor is opposed to the idea of 
strikes and boycotts, which have arisen 
because of a want of laws 
within the order to prevent them. It is in

The committee who waited on the union 
to inguire as to the cause of the boycott said 
the upion bad confessed that ita action had 
been hasty, and at the same time to 
meet the butchers which formulated the de- 
wands, thegranting of which would remove 
the boycott. These demands were presented, 
the fist of which was that j 
be foefced to discharge all of his 
employes, orcompel them to joimthé@ union, 
and that he hereafter employ,none but union- 
ists: and second, that he pay the cost of the 
boycott, which was again admitted as hasty and 
ill-advised. The association refused to accede 
to the demands, which they characterized as 
ridiculous in the extreme. It was resolved to 
resist the boycott, andifit became necessary 
to assist him in prosecuting individuals who 
had conspired and were conspiring to injare 
‘his business.

The sudden and uvuexpected collapse of what 
threatened to be a serious strike at Whittenton 
mills, Taunton was caused by -the discovery thet 
the mill belonged to a huge organization of the 
textile industries of New England, which has 
heen formed so quietly that it has escaped all notice. 
This organization extends over Rhode Island and 
Connecticut, and already incindes forty-nine large 
¥wcolen mills, with such cotton milis as the Lons- 
dale and Hope mills. This society was organized 
for mutual protection. It does not recognize the 
authority or dictation of the Knignts of Labor in 
auy way, butis prepared to use arbitration in the 
settlement of strikes. The organization is growing 
in numbers, andit proposes to give each strike 
careful consideration, and assist only those manu 
factnrers who are unfairly treated by their help.

Lord Selbern Writes a Letter in Opposition to tis on 


Irish Measures of Mr. Gladstone—A Large Ba- 
tate in Ireland te go to the Tenants on 
Time—Other News of Interest. 


ix bon, April 24.—Lord Selborne, liberal, 
in a letter to the Times, attacks certain feat- 
ures ef Mr, Gladstone’s home rule bill. He 
pronounces the measure hopelessly faulty 
from the fact that not one of the restrictlens 
provided excepts from the powers of the pre- 
posed Irish legislature any matter relating to 
the lives, liberties and properties of the queen's 
Irish subjects. “The magistrates, judges and 
police in Ireland,” says Lord Selborne, “will 
be servants of the Dublin government,” 

Referring to the fact that Mr. Gladsone’s 
measure excludes from the powers of the Irish 
legislature all matters relating to thearmy and 
navy, he says there is still no reason why a 
volunteer Imsh army cannot be raised without 
passing the bill. 

Lord Selborne also strongly attacks the land 
purchase bill, He asks, on the ground that 
that one hundred and (fifty million 
pounds will be required te buy out Irish land- 
lords, how shares in the first fifty million pro- 
vided areto be selected, and what position 
these landlords, who may happen to be 
excluded from the first sales, will thereafter 
occupy, the first with respect to the collection 
of their rents, and the second with regard to 
the prospects of being bought ont at all ? Does 
Mr. Gladstone, asks the writer, expect 
that the landlords wil! have their rents 
in the meantime? What security is there 
that any further government,after Gladstone's, 
will pass an act to add one millions pounds te 
the national debt in ogder to do justice to the 
remaining landlords of Ireland, when in the 
meantime the government of Ireland, has 
passed into the hands of the nationalists and 
the great experimént has perhaps proven a 
failure. 

“The Jetter concludes with the statement 
and the writer is not surprised that Mr. Giad- 
stone’s friends are advising him to drop the 
land bill altogether. 


A DEMON’S DEED. 


Attempt to Destroy a Church*in Madrid by

THEY WISH HIM NECK-SPEED. 


Valentine Withdraws His Implication of 
Others. 

AvaustTa, GaA., April 23.---[Special.]----

THE FIRST STEP TAKEN. 


The first step of the contestauts was to throw 
out the returns from Bluffton, on the grounds 
of illegality in changing the precinct from 
Harrison’s mill. This reduced the wet major- 
ity to 26, and the contestants then proceeded, 
from the tax books, to make a: prima facie case 
of illegality against about 200 voters “for the 
sale.” HereSthey rested, and the anti’s pro- 
ceeded with their side of the case, the first 
step in which was to throw out for informality 
in returns, the Cotton hill precinct. As Cotton 
hill gave a majority of 58 “ against the sale,” 
this was a wet blanket to the hopes of the con- 
testants. The antis then proceeded to make a 
prima facie case of illegality against about 100 
voters “against the sale.” 

ALL THE RETURNS REJECTED, 

Both sides having exhausted their lists of 
illegal votes, it was expected that the final de- 
cisions upon each contested vote would begin, 
but instead a motion was made to reject the 
returns of the Fort Gaines precinct, on the 
ground that the justice of the peace holding 
the election, R. T. Foot, was not swern. But 
little resistance was made to the motion, and 
the returns was rejected, leaving nothing be- 
fore the court, as their are only three pre- 
cincts in the county. Both siges seem pleased 
with the result—the prohibitionists, that they 
will have another vote on the question at their 
own option, and the anti’s that prohibition has 
not been saddled on them, which seemed in- 
evitable during the first few days of the con- 
test. 


THE VOTE IN WASHINGTON, 


A Ouiet Election--Four Barkeepers Vote the 
Dry Ticket. 

SANDERSVILLE, Ga., April 23.—[Special.]— 
Washington county went dry by 212 majority, 
and on the 6th of next February she will take 
her stand with the prohibition counties of 
the state. The election is remarkable as the 
most peaceable ever held in this county The 
official vote is: ‘For the sale,” 945; “‘against 
the sale,’ 1,187.

The demurrer to the jurisdiction of the 
commission is overruled. The commission- 
ers declare their jurisdiction and announce 
that they will hear the case on its merits. 
In this the commission takes an exceedingly 
important step, and occupies advanced 
ground. It isin nosensea reversal of the 
position taken by the commissién in regard 
to the poola short time since. That involved 
a division of the earnings of the roads, and 
with that the commission held it had noth- 
ing todo. But discriminations in favor of 
one city against another in the laying of 
freights, is a matter with which the com- 
mission has not only the right, but is in duty 
bound to interfere. 

For example, let us suppose that two car 
loads of freight start out from Chattanooga, 
Tenn., one for Atlanta and one for Augusta. 
The firstcar is hauled only 138 miles, and 
the charge for hauling itis, say 9cents. The 
second caris hauled 311 miles, and the 
charge for hauling it is, say only 11 cents. 
This last figure, prorated according to miles 
between the Georgia road and the State road, 
which join in earning it, would give the 
State road about 4.95 as its share, or about 
half what it charged for hauling the car that 
stopped at Atlanta the same distance. We 
use these figures simply as examples. If 
such figures exist anywhere, they certainly 
represent discrimination. Such discrimina- 
tion the commission certainly has the right 
to prohibit. If it has not, it has no right to 
do anything. 

We congratulate the commission and the 
people on the stand it has taken. 


The President's Message. 

_ The message of President Cleveland rela- 
tive to the organization of a labor commis- 
sion is an interesting and a timely document. 
It is a more reasonable and a much more sen- 
sible plan than the course already taken 
by the house. If congress is to solve, or to 
attempt to solve, the labor problem, it must 
have a basis of legislation; it must begin at 
the very beginning. 

The action already taken by congress is no 
solution at all; it is not even the beginning 
of a solution.

Fort SmitH, Ark., April 23.—[Special.j— 
James Wasson and James Jackson were hanged 
here today for murder committed inthe In- 
dian territory. They were sentenced with six 
others, but the sentences of the others were 


commuted by the president to imprisonment | 


for life. Wasson’s friend and attorney made a 
strong effort to get a stay of execution until 
after the trial of John McLaughlin, who, with 
Wasson, was jointly charged with murdering 
Henry Martin, but no respite: came. ‘The 
United States marshal delayed the execution 
until this afternoon, in anticipation of a re- 
spite, and Wasson hoped for favorable action 
in his case, even afterhe had ascended the 
gallows, and when a telegraph messenger boy 
came in he brightened up with hope, until told 
that no respite would come. Then he gave up 
all hopes and became gloomy and despondent. 
Jackson became desperate, and although 
having no hope ofa respite or cemmutation, 
he hated to hang, and just before the death 
warrants were read attempted suicide by cut- 
ting his throat with a bottle, usedin jail as a 
flower vase, but succeeding on! y in making an 
ng ty gash on his neck. 
either man had anything to say on the 
gallows, except to protest their innocence, and 
Jackson said“the witnesses had sworn falsely” 
against him. The death warrants were read 
to them in their cells at 2:30 o’clock, and at 
3 they were taken to the scaffold, about 130 
yards distant. Both walked firmly and as- 
cended the scaffold upon which sixty-nine 
other Indian territory murderers had been 
hanged.

Jo- 
seph B. Clamans, who had just beén elected 
grand master of the exchequer, was in the room 
at thetime. Clamansand Abey have been warm 
friends many years. Clamans says Abey met 
him yesterday morning and asked whether he 
could lend him (Abey) a ggod pistol, as his 

(Abey’s) was out of order. Clamans said his 
nistol was in his valise at the hotel, and to- 
gether they repaired to the room. While 
Clamans was getting the revolver from his 
valise, Abey was sitting on the edge of the 
bed. Clamans was startled bythe report of 
the pisto], and turning saw Abey gasping on 
the bed, his weapon on the floor. For 
several years Abey has’ had a feud with 
H. S. Aren, county clerk of Galveston county, 
a prominent Knight of Pythias, who is at the 
convention. The theory is that Abey, in view 
of the possibility of meeting Aren, desired to 
be well armed, and that he was examining 
bis own weapon, when it was discharged. 
Abey is very low and there is little chanee of 
his recovery. Shortly after the shooting he 
sent for Aren, but what passed between them 
at the bedside is not known. Fora number 
of years Abey was editor of the Longview 
Democrat, retiring recently.

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ESTIMATING ITS MAGNITUDE. 


Figures That Indicate How Large the New 
Capitol Will Be. 

Captain W. H. Harrison has made addition- 
alestimates ofthe magnitude of the new Capitol. 

They are full of interest. 

The number of brick to be used in constructing 
the capitol is 16,000,000. Their average weight is 
five pounds eac h. Estimating 30,000 a to the 
car, they would fill 2,666 cars. These would 
meke 100 trains of twenty- -seven cars each. Ar- 
ranged one after the other, without any intervals 
between them, but including engines, they would 
extend over a distance of seventeen miles. 

The tron work would require 135 cars, as its 
weight is 4,000,000 pounds. 

The stone work would require 900 cars, or thir- 
ty-five trains, which would extend over a distance 
of six miles, 

Thr other material to be used would fill a suf- 
ficient number of cars to extend over a distance 
of twenty miles. 

If the 16,(00,000 brick were placed end to end, 
allowing no fraction for the space between them, 
they would extend over a distance of 128,000,000 
an or 10,666,666 feet, or 3,555,555 yards, or 1,020 
miles 

All the figures here given are not strictly correct 
but they are nearly enough so for the purpose ha 
in view—thatis, 10 afford an idea in the concrete 
of the magnitude of the new capitol.

PROTECTING THE FISH. 


Commissioner H. H. Cary Appoints a Num- 
ber of Fish Wardens. 


Dr, H. H. Cary, state superintendent of 
fisheries, arrived in the city from Sayannah yester- 
terday morning. 

He had been on a mission (o protect the shad in 
Georgia streams,

‘es, quite frequently. When on such missions 
I am in the habit of inspecting the fish market, in 
order to discoverif the lawis being violated. If 
the guiltyjparties know me I fina it very difficult 
to obtain the information I desire. While in 8a- 
vanneh I paid a visit to the marketin sucha way 
as not to put the fish dealers on notice of my com- 
ing. Walking about among the stalls, I found 
eight fine roe shad. which were caught in the 
Ogeechee river. The eggs in them aggregated 
three-quarters of a million.’ 

“Is it your opinion that the shad are increasing?”’ 

‘Yes; they are steadily increasing, in spite of the 
illegal fishing. That, 1 bope to stup before the end 
of the year.” 

The sections of the laws providing for the protec- 
tion of the shad are as follows: 

“Section IV. That from and after the passage of 
this act there shall be a ‘closed time’ in all the 
rivers of Georgiajin which shad are caught of forty- 
eight hours, Commencing at sunrise on Saturday 
morning of each week and ending at sunrise on 
Monday morning of the next week, during which 

‘closed time’ no shad or migratory fish 
shall be caught by nets, wires, pounds, 
or any other means -whatever, neither 
shallsuch nets, wires, pounds, or other apparatus 
be Jeit set in said rivers during said ‘closed time.’ 
The meshes of nets or other apparatus for catching 
said fish shall not be less than five inches. 

“Section V.—That noshad shall be iaken byapy 
means whatever, except between the first day of 
January and the twentie th day of April of each 
year, except for s a purposes, to Carry out 
the provisions of this act. 

‘Section VI.—That any person or persons viola- 
ting the provisions of sections four and five of this 
act sha]l be gully of a misdemeanor, and, on con- 
viction of the same, shall be punished as is now 
net in section 4, 310 of the code of Georgii, as 

ast revised. 

“Section J.—That from, and after ~ passage of 
this act, the commissioner of agriculture 
be, and he is hereby authorized and 
empowered to appoint in such 
counties of this state as he may deem it expedient, 
one;or more fish wardens, whose duties it shall be 
to see to the enforcement of the act ‘to encourage 
propagation of fish in the waters of this state, and 
tor the protection’ of the same,’ approved February 
29, 1876, and who shall have the same power to 
meke anests of violations of the act above recited 
as the sheriffs of this state. 

‘Section 11.—That the compensation of such 
fit-h wardens shall be one half of the fines and 
fcrieitures imposed by the court and paid for by the 
violators of said act of February 29, 1876.’ 

Section 4310 ot the Code of Georgia, is as follows: 

‘‘A fine not to exceed one thousand dollars; im- 
priobment not to exceed six months; work ina 
chain gang on the public works, not to excee® 
twelve months; and any cne or more of these 
punisbments may be ordered inthe discretion of 
the judge.

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% RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS 
OVERRULE THE DEMURRER., 


And the Case’ in Which Atlanta Feels Such a Deep 
Dunn Jubilant—The D in Full— 
The Points at Issue—Other News. 
es 


& esterday the railroad commissioners ren- 
dered adecision on the demurrer filed by the 
railroads fn the case brought by Mr: John N. 
Dunn. 

The demurrer was overruled and the case 
was ‘et fora hearing onits meritson May 
25th. Notice will be served on all parties at 
interest to be present on that day. 

The decision of the* board was unanimous. 
The delay in rendering the decision was not 
cauged by any difference of opinion but the 
time spent by the commissioners in the.con- 
sideration of the matter was given to a discus- 
sion of questions that are yet tocome up. — 

Colonel Dunn is very greatly pleased with 
the situation of affairs and is confidentofa 


final victory. 
_ Below is the decision in full. : 

John N. Danii and Aaron Haas, by petitions ad- 
dressed to the commission, ae my ne ane 

ission mefchants and brokers e city 0 
yer weer at haveoccasion to have shipped large 
amounts of the articles included in classes BC 
and D of the commission standard tariff. _ 

They complain tnat the railroads by which these 
freights are brought to Atlanta, all of which com- 
panies are members of what is known as the 
Souibern Railway and Steamship association, dis- 
criminate unjustly against them in the charges 
made for thisserviee—that the rates charged by 
said railroads are ‘‘ten cents per hundred poun 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta, only twelve cents 
per hundred pounds from Chattanooga to Augusta, 
more than double the distance; and to Savannah, 
more than three times as far from Chattanooga 
as Atlanta is, the rate is six cents 
per hundred pounds;’’ that these discriminations, | 
most injurionsly affect petitioners, and are viola- 
tions of the constitution and laws of this state. 

They pray thatif rule 6 of the commission does 
pot probibit such diserimination, the commission- 
ers will ¢ such rule in the premises as will en- 
force the laws of the land and protect petitioners 
against these discriminations. 

Certain tables are appended to the petitions show- 
ing, as petitioners allege, the rates charged ° the 
railr companies from Ohio river points to Chat- 
tanooga, and to differentspointsin Georgia, includ- 
ipg Atlanta,. respectively which petitioners claim 
sustain the charge of unjust discrimination they 
make against the railroad companies. 

The railroad companies interested \) ere served 
with Sa copy of the petitiog and citc’ to appear 
before the commission and answer the same. 
Anumber of the companies appeared by their 
ecunsel aad filed demurrers upon'the ground that 
the commission had no jurisdiction of the case as 
made in the petition, for the reason thatthe charges 
complained of were made on freights coming into 
this state from other states; in other words, on in- 

terstatc commerce. : 

The Western and Atlantic railroad company 
turther demurred specially on the ground that it 
holds and operates said railroad as lessees under a 
valid and subsisting contract with the state of 
Georgia, and that unlessit is shown in the petition 
that the rates, tolls and charges made by said com- 
pany are greater than those pe by its con- 
tract with the state of Georgia and preater than 
those charged by the railroads named in the 
leasivg statute atthe time of its passage and at 
the time of the lease, and greater than the state of 
Georgia then — said ratlroad charged, that 
neither the railroad commission of Georgia nor the 
commissioners composing the same, nor 
the state of Georgia by its legislature, norany 
officer of state, hath any power or contro! 
over its said rates tolls or charges, and that any 
law or rule or reguiation attempting to control or 
interfere with the same is unconstitutional, null 
and yoid as impairing the obligation of said con- 
trol of Jease, and the rights of the company under 
the same. 

So farasthe gencral demurrers are concerned 
the question turns on the construction to be given 
to the latter clause of the proviso contained in 
section 5 of the acfof October Lith, 1879, establish- 
ing the railroad commission of Georgia. 

‘he whoie section is as follows: ‘‘That the 
commissioners appointed as hereinbefore provided 
shall, as provided in the next seetion of this act, 
make reasonable and just rates of freight and pas- 
senger tariffs to be observed by all railroad com- 
panies doing business {n this state on thre railroads 
thereof : shall make reasonable and just rules and 
regulations to be observed by all railroad compa- 
nies doing business in this state as to charges at 
any and all points, for the necessary handling 
and delivering of freights ; shall make such just 
ard reasonable rules and regulations as may be 
necessary for preventing unjust discriminations in 
the transportation of freights and passengers on 
ihe railroads in this state; shall make just and rea- 
sonable rates of charges for use of railroad cars 
carrying any and all kinds of freight and passen- 
sers on said railroads, no matter by whom owned 


and reguiations to be observed by said railroad 
companies on said railroads to prevent the giving 
or paying of any rebate or bonus directly or indi- 
rectly, and from misleading or deceiving the pub- 
lic in any manner astothe real rates charged for 
treight and passengers; provided that nothing in 
this eet Contained shall be taken as in any man- 
ner abridging or coutrolling the rates for freight 
charged by any railroad company in this state for 
carrying freight which comes from or goes beyond 
the boundaries of this staie. and on which freights 
less than.Jocal rateson any railroad are charged 
by such railroad, but said railroad companies 
shal} possess the Same power and right to change 
such rates for carrying such freights as they pos- 
sessed befure the p 6 of this act; and said com- 
missioners shall have full power by rules and regu- 
lations to designate and fix the difference in rates 
of freight and passenger transportation tobe al- 
lowed for longer and shorter distances on the same 
or different railroads, and to ascertain what shall 
be the limits of longer and shorter distances.’’ 

Now, does the last clause of this proviso which 
givesthe commissioners power to fix the rates to be 
ullowed for longer and shorter distances apply only 
to what we ca)l local freights—thatiis, aiipusents 
that start and end in the state, or does it apply to 
throvgh freights, by which we mean freight$ com- 
ing in on through bilis of lading front otherstates? 
We are constrained to hold that it was the inten- 
— of the legislature that it should apply to the 
atter. 

It wonld be entirely unnecessary for the 
legislature to enact such aprovision to be applied 
only to local freights,whenin the body ofthe section 
and in other places in the act the poweris given 
plainly and in terms to the commissioners to make 
vates for local freights. The power to make rates 
seems broader than the power to fix differeuees in 
rates already made forlouger and@shortcr distances, 
and ineludes the latter power. 

The view of the legislature. apparently, was that 
in the one case the commissiouers are to make the 
rates, absohitely; im the other, the rates are to be 
made by the railroad company, and the commis- 
sioners are only to fix the differencesin the charges 
for longer and shorter distances, that isto say, 
apportoin the rates already made, according tothe 
distance the freight is carried. 

Again, the proviso dealsexclusively with freights 
coming {rem or going beyond the boundaries of the 
state. The broad powers conferred onthe com- 
missioners in the body of the section are modified 
in the proviso; that is to say, it is in effect declared 
that those powers are 1iot to be construed as giving 
authority to the commissioners to abridge or con- 
iroi the rates for carrying freight which comes from 
or goes be vond the boundaries ofthestate(where less 
than local rates ara charged) except that they may 
designate and fix differences in rates ta be allow- 
ed for longer and shorter distanees on the same or 
different roads and assertain what sHail be the 
limitsof longer and shorter distances. The last 
clause is-virtpally a provise to the proviso. 

This is the only: reasonab'e construction we can 
give to the provise to section Sof the act of L879. 
Itissaii that, with this construction, the last 
clause of the proviso is uneonstitutional,asattempt- 
ing to confer authority on the commissioners to 
regulate interstate commerce. a power which the 
legislature itself does not possess, but which is ra- 
served to congress exclusively by the constitution 
of the United States. 

ag this point we express no opinion. In the case 
of the Atlanta chamber of commerce against the 
Southern Railway and Steamship ‘association de- 
cided lastJanuary we said, “We cdo not couceive 
that we are autherized to pronounce this act (tbe 
act of 1879) omany partef it unconstitutional. The 
constitution of the state declarestha) all laws in 
violation of that. constitution or the constitution 
ot the United states, are void 
end the judiciary shall so declare them. This 
commission is not the proper tribunal to determine 
such a question. Itis not a branch of the judieia- 
1y of the state. It is an agency created by the 
legislature to perform certain duties whieh, by the 
trict language of the constitution, were devolved 
upon the legislature itself, but which it would be 
inconvenient, if not wholly impracticable, for that 
body to perform.” We adhere to the views then 
expressed on this subject. — 

In respect tothe ground in the special demurrer 
of the Western and Atlantic Railroad pene ar 
that denies the jurisdiction of the commission 
over said company inthis case, by reason of the 
contract made by the state in whatis known as 
the leasing act, we have only to say that, in-our 
jndgment, the act organizing the commission ap- 
plies to thet company in the-same manner 
that it does to all the other 
railroad companies doing business in 
the state. Section 12 of the act declares: 

“That the term ‘railroad corporation’ or ‘railroa1 
company’ contained in this act shall be deemed 
and taken to mean.all corporations, compauies or 
individuals now owing or operating, or ee 
hereafter own or operate any ralinana in w 
in part in this state; and fhe provisions of this act 
+hall apply to all persons, and panies, 
and to all aesociation of persons, whether incorpo- 
rated or otherwise, that shall do busi
